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Citizens Voice Opinions at 
Township Board Meeting

At the special Township 

Board meeting held on October 
8th, several citizens addressed 
the Board on the two topics 
listed on the agenda. This 
meeting was held prior to the 
regular Board meeting sched- 
uled for later that day. The 
agenda was supposed to have 
been limited to the part- 
time/full-time issue, but the 
township manager’s position 
was added and posted as a 
topic. 
As it turned out, very little 
discussion was made by Board 
members on the manager’s 
position but it did give the citi- 
zens an opportunity to address 
the Board on the subject. 

Long time resident and for- 
mer Township Clerk Vicki 
Lyons asked who is determin- 
ing the position of the Town- 
ship manager — the Board or 
the police chief? She asked the 
question does a township 
employee decide? She contin- 
ued by asking do you want a 
person who will commit his 
time and energy to “showcase” 
the Township or gain power for 
themselves? 

She criticized several of the 
chief’s decisions and ques- 
tioned his full-time duties in 
light of his proposal to split his 
police duties with the manag- 
er’s duties. 

She referred to the part-time 
issue by charging that several 
Board members were territorial 
with their position. She said 
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their statutory duties and other 
duties could be delegated to 
office staff. She said the office 
staff has doubled under full- 
time officials. 

John McKinney, a former 
Township Trustee and local 
attorney, said the Board needed 
to “shift gears” on how the 
Township is run. He said all of 
the Board must be willing to 
work with the new manager. 
He said it was not derogatory 
to say you need help. He said it 
would be a mistake to decide 
who you want to be manager 
before deciding what you want 
the manager to do. Referring to 
the police chief, he said it 
would be a mistake to hire a 
part-time manager. He contin- 
ued that the township needed a 
full-time police chief and if he 
wanted the position of manag- 
er then he should step down as 
police chief. 

He said he couldn’t see either 
the police chief’s job or the 
manager’s job as being part 
time. He urged the Board to 
seek professional help in the 
manager’s search. He said 
there should be plenty of can- 
didates that would be willing to 
work in the Township because 
of Township’s great potential. 
He suggested they could hire a 
good manager for around 
$50,000. 

He concluded his remarks by 
asking the Board to avoid 
“back room politics.” He said 
the police chief does not 
deserve that type of reputation. 

Long time resident, Betty 
Davis, was brief and to the 
point. She said she wanted a 
full-time manager and a full- 
time police chief. She said she 
desired that a lot of people 
apply. 

Resident Mary Collins 
spoke to the Board and admit- 
ted she was a new resident liy- 
ing in the community. She 
admitted she has a lot to learn 
but pledged to learn all that 
she could about the issues, 
Regarding the township man- 
ager she said she had not 


heard a lot about the issue 
until recently. 

She said she had just secured 
the job description of the clerk, 
treasurer and supervisor, and 
she described the four trustees 
as full time. She asked the 
question, how come we have 
all full-time people and can’t 
run the township? 

She went on to say she saw 
the manager’s position as tak- 
ing some of the supervisor’s 
duties. She also asked who 
does the manager answer to? 

Jerry Reynolds. a resident 
and past member of the man- 
ager study committee, at- 
tempted to argue the part-time 
issue could be resolved over 
several years or several elec- 
tions. He suggested they could 
have elections during a two- 
year period and he appeared to 
confuse several people on the 
Board and in the audience. 

He did say a good manager 
could pay for himself and sug- 
gested grants was one way to 
do this. 

Royal Lily, a resident and 
also a member of the manag- 
er’s committee, said their study 
took 2-3 months to complete. 
He was particularly expressive 
over the comments from the 
manager from Plainfield 
Township who said there was a 
warning sign that should be 
heeded. That warning sign was 
that the supervisor, clerk and 
treasurer need to let go of 
some of their powers and statu- 
tory duties. If they are unwill- 
ing to do this then “stop — 
don’t go any further.” 

He concluded his remarks by 
stating there are too many 
chiefs and not enough Indians. 
He advocated a statewide 
search. 

Yvonne Schoedel, a resident, 
a local business person and 
President of C3, reminded the 
citizens that it was C3 that held 
the symposium that led to this 
discussion. She said each new 
full-time Board member had to 
learn their job and used a new 
supervisor as an example. She 


said a Township manager al- 
lows for some continuity 
whether the positions were full 
time or part time. She also 
mentioned grants and won- 
dered if the manager could 
secure them where others have 
promised to secure but failed. 
Dan Kirtland, a local resident 
and the current Director of 
Planning and Zoning told the 
audience that he worked in the 
Township Hall. He said he saw 
the three officers doing their 
job and suggested they should 
remain full time. He said if 
they decided to go part time 
they would have to consider 
what additional staff they 
would need. He warned “be 
careful before you leap.” 
During the second round of 
public participation that hap- 
pens toward the end of the 
meeting, several citizens spoke 
on the subject before the Board. 
Police Chief Robert Metzger, 
who is also a resident of the 
community, said his intent was 
to create dialogue. Based on 
the amount of discussion on the 
subject, he claimed to have 
succeeded. He said that Trustee 
Krause approached him on the 
matter and he looked at his pro- 
posal as “paving the way.” He 
felt they could give it a try and 
help the Township along the 
way. He said he brought 30 
years of experience and he only 
had a desire to help. He said he 
did not intend to “slide myself 
into this.” He expressed possi- 
ble money concerns and that he 
had offered himself as an 
alternative. 
Barb Bidwell reminded the 


audience the subject of profes- 
sional management had been 
around a long time. She briefly 
went through all the things that 
were done and said the only 
thing that was not done was the 
hiring. She said there wasn’t a 
need to start “square one.” 

Ron Esch, who serves on the 
drain committee spoke briefly 
and said the issue of part time 
needed to be analyzed and 
required further study. 

Jack Bush said he wasn’t 
sure a Township manager was 
needed. However, he said the 
Board needed to work together 
if they hired a manager. 

Tom Sturgill was very blunt 
in his remarks. He said he 
couldn’t imagine taking the 
three offices and making them 
part-time. He said they did not 
have their facts, costs, or stud- 
ies to make the decision. He 
said it was the silliest idea of 
part-time officials directing 
full-time employees. 

EDITOR’S NOTE: The 
school districts operate this 
way as well as the vast majori- 
ty of Township boards. 

Dustin Barron said the 
Board needed to think in 
terms of “we” instead of “I.” 
He said if the Board did not 
“click” then they shouldn’t 
think of bringing in another 
person. He concluded his 
remarks by urging the Board 
to listen to their commissions 
and their recommendations. 

The Board will consider the 
issue of part time at their 
October 22nd meeting. This 
subject will be reported on in 
our next issue.

Software Filters 
to Be Tested at 
Libraries 


The Monroe County Library 
System Filtering Task Force 
will be testing three different 
technology protection measure 
software products on comput- 
ers at three branch libraries in 
the system during the week of 
October 20. 

CyberPatrol will be loaded 
on Internet accessible comput- 
ers at the Erie Branch, Cyber- 
Sitter will be loaded on com- 
puters at the Bedford Branch 
and EZFilter will be loaded at 
the Dorsch Memorial Branch. 

Following the June 2003 
United States Supreme Court 
decision regarding the Chil- 
dren’s Internet Protection Act 
(CIPA), the library board 
requested that a task force be 
created to study the impact the 
law would have on MCLS and 
its patrons. Under CIPA, li- 
braries will need to install 
blocking or filtering software 
on all computers that access 
the Internet in order to receive 
discounts on the data lines that 
connect them to the Internet. 
Not only will the task force 
conduct the trial to determine 
how filters would affect 
patrons’ access to the informa- 
tion they require, but they will 
also. prepare a_ cost/benefit 
analysis weighing the dis- 
counts received against the 
costs of installing the software. 
The library system currently 
receives less than $10,000 in 
discounts on this service under 
the e-rate or universal program. 

CIPA was introduced at the 
federal level by the legislature 
in an attempt to prevent minors 
from accessing on the Internet 
material thought to be inappro- 
priate. The State of Michigan 
has already taken steps to en- 
sure Internet safety by ena- 
cting Public Act 212 and the 
library system is in compliance 
with this law. The library 
board has adopted and 
enforces an Acceptable Use 
Policy and has in place poli- 
cies and procedures that pre- 
vent. minors from yiewing 
inappropriate images on 
library computers. 

The e-rate program also 
allows for discounts on 
telecommunications (phone 
lines and long distance) and 
MCLS has received over 
$125,000 in discounts under 
that arm of the program. The 
program also allows the library 
system to apply for discounts 
on phone services paid for by 
units of governments for 
branch library phones, result- 
ing in additional discounts.

LAMPSHADES: Fabric covered and stitched - wash 
these shades in the bathtub. Use cool water, and roll the 
shade on its side. Add some mild soap, swirl the shade 
in the water/soap mixture gently, rinse the shade using 
the same method. Shake the shade gently to remove 
excess water and allow to dry in an upright position. 


Parchment shades: Dust or vacuum these shades regu- 
larly. A slice of white bread with the crust removed will 
work! Rub the bread over the shade, and watch the dirt 
fall away with the crumbs. 


Plastic shades: Wash these in warm water and mild 
soap. Dry well and then restore the shine with spray fur- 
niture polish. 









If you want your shade to match the color of the room, 
try and sponge paint the shade with the same color paint 
you used on your walls. The best way I've found is to 
use 1 part water mixed with 3 parts paint. Remember 
you don't need lot of paint for this.
